Some day we may realize that the human 
effort that is best worth while is not a sprint, 
a spurt or a dash, that its most important in¬ 
gredient is quality, not speed.

In physical speed, while the record of 
Major Segrave of 231 miles an hour seems 
impressive, it is being outclassed by everybody 
on earth ?ve»y day. Indeed, the rate at which 
wq are traveling make* the Segrave record snail- 
like in comparison. The world, with everything 
on it. is traveling through space at 1.100 miles 
a minute, or 66.000 miles per hour, which js 
nearly 300 times as fast as Major Segrave’s 
car traveled the oibar d*y. At the same time, 
wt are rrv^fantp«Wfi (be axis of the. earth at 
a rate netrly five times as fast as the 
Segrave record. This reflection ought to satisfy 
anybody’s speed mania.
